100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session:  — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses.

1.  This  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  British  Columbia  Interior  Vegetable  Scheme, 
1939.” 

2.  In  this  scheme  and  in  all  orders,  rules, 
and  regulations  made  under  it,  unless  the  con¬ 
text  otherwise  requires: — 

(a.)  “Act”  means  the  “Natural  Products 
Marketing  (British  Columbia)  Act,” 
chapter  165,  “  Revised  Statutes  of 

British  Columbia,  1936,”  and  amend¬ 
ments  thereto : 

( b . )  “Area”  means  the  area  to  which  this 
scheme  relates,  which  is  declared  to  be 
that  part  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  described  as  follows:  Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  point  where  the  49th 
parallel  of  north  latitude  is  intersected 
by  the  121st  meridian  of  west  longi¬

(a.)  The  registered  owners  present  shall 

appoint  a  chairman  and  secretary,  and 
the  certificate  of  the  said  chairman  and 
secretary  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
of  all  business  transacted  at  such  meet¬ 
ing  and  of  the  election  of  delegates : 

(6.)  Every  registered  owner  present  shall 
have  one  vote,  and  all  questions  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  such 
registered  owners.  In  the  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  chairman  shall 
have  a  second  or  casting  vote.  No  vot¬ 
ing  by  proxy  shall  be  allowed : 

(c.)  A  body  corporate  shall  vote  only  by  its 
duly  authorized  agent,  whose  authority 
shall  be  presented  to  the  meeting  at 
which  he  proposes  to  vote : 

(d.)  Two  or  more  persons  having  a  joint 
interest  in  land  on  which  they  are 
growing  the  regulated  product  shall 
nominate  and  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  vote,  and  shall  file  such 
nomination  with  the  meeting  at  which 
they  propose  to  vote: 

(e.)  Every  person  who  makes  and  files  a 
statutory  declaration  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  clause  15  hereof 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  clause, 
be  deemed  to  be  a  registered  owner. 

14.  At  each  meeting  of  registered  owners 
called  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
clause  12  for  the  purpose  of  electing  delegates, 
such  meeting  shall  elect  the  number  of  dele¬ 
gates  designated  for  its  district.  The  delegates 
shall  be  elected  from  among  those  persons  who 
are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  meeting,  or  who  if 
they  had  been  present  would  have  been  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  meeting;  persons  qualified  to 
vote  as  agents  of  bodies  corporate  shall  be 
eligible  for  election  as  delegates,  and  also  any 
person  nominated  for  such  purpose  by  a  body 
corporate  which  is  a  registered  owner  entitled 
to  vote  at  such  meeting. 

15.  Except  as  provided  in  clause  13,  no  per¬ 
son  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  of 
a  delegate  unless  he  is  registered  as  an  owner 
under  this  scheme,  or  makes  and  files  with 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  he  is  qualified  to  be 
so  registered. 

1G.  Every  delegate  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  registered  owners  in 
the  district  in  which  he  was  chosen,  or  until 
his  successor  is  chosen.  Every  delegate  shaii 
be  eligible  for  re-election. 
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17.  At  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  each  other 
meeting  of  delegates,  the  delegates  present 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chairman  of 
the  meeting,  and  such  chairman  shall  appoint 
a  secretary. 

18.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  delegates  the 
delegates  present  shall  elect  two  members  of 
the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
clause  9.  Any  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  as  a  member  of  the  Board  who  would, 
at  the  time  of  such  election,  be  eligible  for 
election  as  a  delegate.  A  delegate  shall  be 
eligible  for  election  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

19.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  delegates  pro¬ 
vision  shall  be  made  for  the  remuneration  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  first  members  of  the  Board  shall  receive 
the  remuneration  heretofore  received  by  the 
members  of  the  British  Columbia  Interior  Vege¬ 
table  Marketing  Board  under  the  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Interior  Vegetable  Scheme  established 
on  December  18th,  1936. 

20.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  delegates 
shall  appoint  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  act  as 
auditor  for  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year, 
who  shall  be  a  chartered  accountant,  and  the 
auditor  shall  make  a  full  examination  of  all 
moneys  received  and  expended  by  the  Board 
in  each  year. 

21.  Upon  the  requisition  of  the  majority  of 
the  de^gates  the  Board  shall  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  delegates  to  consider  such  mat¬ 
ters  as  may  be  brought  before  the  meeting. 

22.  (a.)  All  meetings  of  delegates  shall  be 
held  within  the  ai’ea. 

( b .)  At  all  meetings  of  delegates,  all 
questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 
In  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  chair¬ 
man  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

(c.)  Ten  delegates  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

23.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  election  of  any 
member  or  members  of  the  Board,  or  of  any 
doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity  of  any  such 
election,  or  in  the  event  of  the  delay,  failure, 
or  refusal  of  the  two  elected  members  to 
appoint  the  person  nominated  as  the  third 
member  of  the  Board,  the  British  Columbia 
Marketing  Board  shall  have  authority  to 
determine  who  are  the  members  of  the  Board 
and  to  fix  the  said  members’  term  of  office,  and 
to  direct  the  holding  of  a  special  election  if  the 
British  Columbia  Marketing  Board  deems  it 
advisable. 

24.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  hold 
office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  dele¬ 
gates,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  or 
appointed.  They  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election  or  reappointment. 

25.  The  Board  shall  have  its  head  office  at 
the  City  of  Armstrong,  B.C.,  or  at  such  other 
place  in  the  area  as  the  Board  may  appoint. 

26.  (a.)  At  meetings  of  the  Board  each 
member  present  shall  have  one  vote,  and  all 
questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present.  In  the  event  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote. 

( b .)  Any  business  of  the  Board  may,  how¬ 
ever,  be  conducted  by  letter  or  telegram,  and 
any  order,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the  Board  may 
be  issued  by  the  secretary  under  the  seal  of  the 
Board  upon  instructions  received  by  him  by 
letter  or  telegram  from  all  members  of  the 
Board.  Any  order,  ru’e,  or  regulation  so 
issued  shall  be  as  effective  and  binding  as  if 
signed  by  all  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall 
be  effective  as  soon  as  it  is  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  the  Board,  and  no  publication  or  other  notice 
thereof  shall  be  required. 

27.  The  financial  year  of  the  Board  shall  be 
from  the  1st  day  of  December  to  the  next  fol¬ 
lowing  30th  day  of  November. 

28.  In  any  proceedings  under  this  scheme 
the  production  of  a  copy  of  any  order,  rule,  or 
regulation  of  the  Board,  certified  under  the 
hand  of  any  member  of  the  Board  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Board,  shall  be,  without 


further  proof,  evidence  in  all  Courts  ot  the 
matters  and  things  therein  contained,  and  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  the  handwriting 
or  official  position  of  the  person  certifying  the 
same. 

Powers  of  the  Board 

29.  The  Board  shall  be,  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of,  a  body  corporate,  and  shall 
have  power  within  the  Province  to  regulate 
and  control  in  any  respect  and  in  all  respects 
the  transportation,  packing,  storing,  and  mar¬ 
keting,  or  any  of  them,  of  the  regulated 
product,  including  the  prohibition,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  of  such  transportation,  packing,  stor¬ 
ing,  or  marketing;  and  without  limiting  the 
generality  thereof  shall  have  the  following 
powers : — 

(a.)  To  regulate  the  time  and  place  at 
which  and  to  designate  the  agency 
through  which  any  regulated  product 
shall  be  packed,  stored,  or  marketed; 
to  determine  the  manner  of  disti'ibu- 
tion,  the  quantity  and  quality,  grade  or 
class  of  the  regulated  product  that 
shall  be  transported,  packed,  stored,  or 
marketed  by  any  person  at  any  time; 
and  to  prohibit  the  transportation, 
packing,  storage,  or  marketing  of  any 
grade,  quality,  or  class  of  any  regu¬ 
lated  product: 

( b .)  To  determine  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  any  regulated  product  shall  be 
delivered  for  packing,  storing,  trans¬ 
porting,  or  marketing,  and  to  vary 
such  determination  from  time  to  time: 

(c.)  To  exempt  from  any  order  or  determina¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  any  person  or  class  of 
persons  engaged  in  the  production, 
packing,  transporting,  storing,  or  mar¬ 
keting  of  the  regulated  product,  or 
any  class,  variety,  or  grade  thereof : 

(d.)  To  exempt  from  any  order  or  determina¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  any  regulated  product, 
or  any  class,  variety,  or  grade  thereof; 
and  so  to  exempt  different  regulated 
products,  or  a  different  class,  variety, 
or  grade  thereof,  in  different  localities 
in  the  area: 

(e.)  To  require  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
production,  packing,  storing,  trans¬ 
porting,  or  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  to  register  with  the 

Board: 

(/.)  To  require  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
production,  packing,  storing,  trans¬ 
porting,  or  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  to  apply  to  the  Board  for 
licences;  and  to  grant  such  licences: 

( g .)  To  refuse  licences  to  any  person  who 
previously  held  a  licence  which  was 
cancelled  by  the  Board,  and  to  any 
person  who  was  associated  with  any 
person  who  previously  held  a  licence 
which  was  cancelled  by  the  Board,  and 
to  any  person  who  has,  within  six 
months  of  the  date  of  his  application 
for  a  licence,  committed  any  act  which 
would  be  an  act  of  bankruptcy  under 
the  “  Bankruptcy  Act  ”  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada: 

(h.)  To  fix  and  collect  yearly,  half-yearly, 
quarterly,  or  monthly  licence  fees  from 
any  or  all  persons  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction,  packing,  storing,  transporting, 
or  marketing  of  the  regulated  product, 
and  for  this  purpose  to  classify  such 
persons  into  gi’oups  and  to  fix  the 
licence  fees  payable  by  members  of 
the  different  groups  in  different 
amounts ;  and  to  recover  any  such 
licence  fees  by  suit  in  any  Court  of 
competent  jurisdiction: 

(i.)  To  cancel  any  licence  for  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  scheme  or  of  any 
order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  regula¬ 
tions: 
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O'.)  To  require  full  information  relating  to 
the  production,  packing,  storing,  trans¬ 
porting,  or  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  from  all  persons  engaged 
therein;  and  to  require  periodic  re¬ 
turns  to  be  made  by  such  persons,  and 
to  inspect  the  books  and  premises  of 
such  persons: 

( k .)  To  fix  the  price  or  prices,  maximum 
price  or  prices,  minimum  price  or 
prices  at  which  the  regulated  product, 
or  any  grade  or  class  thereof,  may  be 
bought  or  sold  in  the  Province,  and 
may  fix  different  prices  for  different 
markets : 

(l.)  To  require  the  person  in  charge  of  any 
vehicle  in  which  the  regulated  product 
could  be  transported  to  permit  any 
member  or  employee  of  the  Board  or 
any  police  constable  to  search  the 
vehicle : 

(m.)  To  seize  and  dispose  of  any  of  the 
regulated  product  kept,  transported, 
packed,  stored,  or  marketed  in  violation 
of  any  order  of  the  Board: 

(n.)  To  place  under  detention  and  notice  of 
detention  any  of  the  regulated  product 
kept,  transported,  packed,  stored,  or 
marketed  in  violation  of  any  order  of 
the  Board,  and  to  authorize  any  per¬ 
son  to  exercise  such  power  in  the 
Board’s  behalf : 

(o.)  To  use  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
the  scheme  and  paying  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  any  moneys  received  by  the 
Board : 

(?).)  To  order  that  any  bags,  boxes,  crates, 
or  other  containers  in  which  any  regu¬ 
lated  product  is  delivered  for  market¬ 
ing  shall  be  marked  with  tags,  labels, 
or  stamps  supplied  by  the  Board;  and 
to  make  orders  for  the  removal  of  such 
tags,  labels,  or  stamps  before  the  con¬ 
tainers  to  which  they  relate  are  again 
used  for  marketing  any  regulated 
product;  and  to  regulate  and  prohibit 
the  removal  of  such  tags,  labels,  or 
stamps  from  any  such  container,  or 
the  removal  of  any  regulated  product 
from  any  such  container,  during  any 
stage  or  stages  of  marketing: 

(</.)  For  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue  for 
the  purposes  of  this  scheme,  to  make 
and  collect  charges  for  the  tags,  labels, 
stamps,  or  any  of  them,  referred  to  in 
clause  (p)  immediately  preceding,  and 
to  recover  such  charges  by  suit  in  any 
Court  of  competent  jurisdiction: 

(r.)  To  establish  a  fund  in  connection  with 
the  scheme  of  regulation,  and  to  utilize 
the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  or  advisable  by  the 
Board  for  the  proper  administration 
of  the  scheme: 

(s.)  To  promote  the  vegetable  industry  by 
advertising  in  such  manner  as  may 
seem  advisable,  and  by  compiling,  pub¬ 
lishing,  distributing,  and  furnishing 
information  with  respect  thereto: 

( t .)  To  borrow,  raise,  or  secure  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  money  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  may  think  fit  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  objects  of  this 
scheme,  but  at  no  time  shall  the  aggre¬ 
gate  financial  obligations  of  the  Board 
incurred  by  borrowing  exceed  $10,000: 

( u .)  To  hypothecate,  assign,  draw,  make, 
sign,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  and 
issue  bills  of  exchange,  cheques,  and 
other  negotiable  or  transferable  instru¬ 
ments  : 

( v .)  To  require  any  person  carrying,  trans¬ 
porting,  warehousing,  storing,  or  in 
possession  of  the  regulated  product  to 
furnish  to  the  Board  any  information 
in  the  possession  of  that  person  which 
the  Board  may  require  with  respect 


to  the  regulated  product  carried,  trans¬ 
ported,  warehoused,  stored,  or  in 
possession  of  that  person: 

(w.)  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  the  orders,  rules,  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Board  are  being  complied 
with,  to  inspect  the  books,  accounts, 
records,  aftd  documents  of  a  producer 
or  of  any  person  transporting,  packing, 
storing,  or  marketing  the  regulated 
product;  and  to  require  any  such  pro¬ 
ducer  or  person  to  produce  such  books, 
accounts,  records,  and  documents  for 
inspection,  and  to  give  such  assistance 
or  information  as  the  Board  may  re¬ 
quire  : 

(x.)  To  determine  the  spread  which  dealers 
shall  add  to  the  price  paid  by  them  for 
the  regulated  product  or  any  class  or 
grade  thereof : 

( y .)  To  determine  the  time  at  which  or 
within  which  any  person  engaged  in 
the  marketing  of  any  regu’ated  product 
shall  make  payment  for  such  regulated 
product  to  the  person  who  produced 
the  same: 

(z.)  To  prohibit  any  person  from  carrying 
or  transporting  within  the  area  any 
regulated  product  without  first  obtain¬ 
ing  the  written  authority  of  the  Board 
to  do  so,  and  from  carrying  or  trans¬ 
porting  any  regulated  product  not 
tagged  or  marked  in  such  manner  as 
the  Board  may  designate: 

(aa.)  To  require  the  books,  accounts,  and 
records  of  any  person  engaged  in  the 
production,  transporting,  storing,  pack¬ 
ing,  or  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  to  be  kept  in  the  English 
language : 

( bb .)  To  make  such  orders,  rules,  and  regula¬ 
tions  as  are  deemed  by  the  Board 
necessary  or  advisable  to  control  and 
regulate  effectively  the  transportation, 
packing,  storage,  or  marketing  of  the 
regulated  product: 

(cc.)  To  amend  or  revoke  any  order,  rule,  or 
regulation  of  the  Board  at  any  time. 

30.  Evex-y  order,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the 
Board  shall  be  effective  as  soon  as  it  is  signed, 
and  no  publication  or  other  notice  thereof  shall 
be  required. 

31.  The  Board  shall  keep  at  its  head  office 

registers  to  be  known  as  the  “  Register  of 
Owners  ”  and  the  “  Register  of  Producers,”  in 
which  shall  be  entered  respectively  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  owners  and  producers 
who  register  under  this  scheme;  and  the 
Board  shall  revise  the  said  registers  from  time 
to  time.

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  “  SEED- 
GROWERS’  PROTECTION  ACT.” 

Interpretation. 

1.  The  words  and  expressions  defined  in  sec¬ 
tion  2  of  the  “  Seed-growers’  Protection  Act  ” 
shall,  where  used  in  these  regulations,  have  the 
meanings  assigned  to  them  in  the  said  section; 
and  in  addition: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Seed-growers’  Protection 
Act,”  being  chapter  255  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
and  all  amendments  thereto: 

“  Member  ”  means  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  “  Okanagan  Landing  Seed- 
control  Area  ” : 

“Minister”  means  Minister  of  Agriculture: 

“  Seed-control  area  ”  means  the  “  Okanagan 
Landing  Seed-control  Area  ” : 

“  Vacancy,”  with  reference  to  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Committee,  includes  any 
vacancy  about  to  occur  by  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  any  member. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  four 
members,  and,  except  as  provided  in  section  5 
of  the  Act,  three  of  the  members  shall  be  per¬ 
sons  nominated  or  elected  by  the  owners  of 
land  in  the  seed-control  area  and  one  a  person 
nominated  by  the  Minister. 

3.  The  members  appointed  under  section  5 
of  the  Act,  other  than  the  nominee  of  the 
Minister,  shall  hold  office  for  the  terms  fixed 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The 
members  first  elected  to  succeed  those  appointed 
under  section  5  of  the  Act  shall  hold  office  as 
follows:  One  for  the  term  ending  with  the 
second  annual  meeting  next  following  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  seed-control  area;  one  for  the 
term  ending  with  the  third  annual  meeting 
next  following  the  constitution  of  the  seed- 
control  area ;  and  one  for  the  term  ending  with 
the  fourth  annual  meeting  next  following  the 
constitution  of  the  seed-control  area. 

The  candidate  for  membership  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  hold  office  for  the  longest  term;  the 
candidate  receiving  the  second  greatest  number 
of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  second  longest 
term;  and  the  candidate  receiving  the  third 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for 
the  shortest  term. 

4.  With  the  exception  of  any  member  ap¬ 
pointed  under  section  5  of  the  Act,  and  any  of 
the  immediate  successors  to  those  so  appointed, 
and  any  member  nominated  by  the  Minister, 
and  any  member  appointed  to  succeed  a  mem¬ 
ber  who  has  resigned  or  died,  every  member 
shall  hold  office  from  the  time  of  his  appoint¬ 
ment  until  the  third  annual  meeting  next  fol¬ 
lowing. 

5.  The  Committee  of  the  seed-control  area 
shall  in  the  month  of  January  next  following 
the  constitution  of  the  seed-control  area,  and 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  there¬ 
after,  call  a  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  in 
the  seed-control  area  for  the  purpose  of  elect¬ 
ing  a  member  or  members  of  the  Committee  to 
fill  any  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the 
Committee,  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  be  necessary. 

6.  Ten  days’  notice  of  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  every  general  meeting  shall  be  sent  by 
mail  or  given  to  every  resident  owner  of  land 


in  the  seed-control  area  at  his  last-known 

address.  . 

7.  The  owners  present  at  any  general 
meeting  at  the  time  stated  in  the  notice  shall 
choose  a  chairman  for  the  meeting,  who  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order  and  shall  call  for 
nominations  of  candidates  for  membership  on 
the  Committee. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  as  a  candi¬ 
date  if  he  refuses  to  accept  the  nomination. 

9.  If  at  the  first  election  no  more  candidates 
are  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  fill, 
the  persons  nominated  shall  be  deemed  elected 
as  members,  and  the  owners  present  shall  de¬ 
cide  by  vote  the  respective  terms  of  office  of 
the  members  so  elected. 

10.  If  more  candidates  are  nominated  than 
are  required  to  fill  the  vacancies  the  chairman 
shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of 
owners  present,  declare  when  nominations  are 
closed  and  shall  then  proceed  to  take  the  votes 
of  the  owners  as  to  the  candidates  to  be  elected. 

11.  In  the  event  of  a  tied  vote  the  Chairman 
shall  call  for  another  vote  on  the  candidates 
who  are  tied. 

12.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  or  of  any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity  of 
any  election  of  any  member  or  members  of  the 
Committee,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Minister  for  decision  and  his  decision  shall  be 
final. 

13.  The  Minister  or  Committee  may  at  any 
time  order  the  holding  of  a  special  general 
meeting  for  any  purpose. 

14.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  revise 
from  time  to  time  a  “  Register  of  Owners,”  in 
which  shall  be  kept  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  persons  owning  land  in  the  seed-control 
area. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  at  any  general  meeting  after 
the  first  general  meeting  unless  his  name  is 
entered  in  the  Register  of  Owners  as  an  owner, 
or  unless  he  satisfies  the  chairman  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  that  he  is  duly  qualified  to  have 
his  name  so  entered. 

16.  The  Committee  may  meet  together  for 
the  dispatch  of  business,  adjourn  and  otherwise 
regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit. 
Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  ap¬ 
point  from  among  their  members  a  chairman 
and  secretary-treasurer,  who  shall  carry  out 
the  ordinary  duties  of  such  offices.  Questions 
arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote.  Any  member  of  the 
Committee  may,  and  the  secretary-treasurer 
on  the  requisition  of  a  member  shall,  at  any 
time  summon  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
Any  order  or  determination  signed  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  shall  be  valid  and  effec¬ 
tive,  whether  signed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  or  otherwise. 

17.  In  the  event  of  any  casual  vacancy  in 
the  membership  of  the  Committee  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute 
the  Committee  until  the  vacancy  is  filled.  If 
any  member  of  the  Committee  is  absent  from 
the  Province  for  three  months  or  fails  to  attend 
to  his  duties  for  a  like  period,  the  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  may  declare  his  office 
vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Committee  shall 
cease  to  hold  office  if  he  is  convicted  of  any 
offence  under  the  Act  or  regulations,  or  if  by 
notice  in  writing  to  the  Committee  he  resigns 
his  office  or  if  his  office  is  declared  vacant  in 
accordance  with  this  clause.  If  any  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  membership  of  the  Committee  by 
reason  of  death  or  through  any  member  ceasing 
to  hold  office  as  aforesaid,  the  remaining  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee,  if  constituted  a  quorum, 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister, 
fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold  office  for  the  un¬ 
expired  term  of  the  member  whose  office  he  fills. 
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18.  No  person  shall  grow  any  alfalfa-seed, 
field  root,  or  vegetable  seed  on  land  in  the 
seed-control  area  unless  he  has  obtained  prior 
to  the  time  of  planting  the  written  permission 
of  the  Committee  to  grow  such  seed. 

19.  Application  for  permits  to  grow  seed 
shall  contain  such  information  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  require. 

20.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
charge  and  collect  such  sum  as  it  deems  proper 
(not  exceeding  $5)  for  the  issue  of  any  permit 
to  grow  seed  within  the  seed-control  area. 

21.  (a.)  The  Committee  may,  by  written 
notice  delivered  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any 
lands  within  the  seed-control  area,  require  such 
owner  or  occupier  to  take  such  action  as  the 
Committee  may  outline  in  the  notice  to  prevent 
the  blossoming  or  maturing  on  lands  owned  or 
occupied  by  such  owner  or  occupier  within  the 
seed-control  area  of  any  seed-bearing  plants 
being  grown  without  the  written  permit  of  the 
Committee,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  such  plants  are  or  might  become  in¬ 
jurious  to  any  seed  grown  within  the  area 
pursuant  to  the  Act. 

( b .)  The  notice  referred  to  in  subsection  (a) 
shall  allow  the  owner  or  occupier  at  least  three 
days  from  date  of  delivery  of  the  notice  to  do 
the  things  required  by  the  notice.  Such  notice 
shad  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or 
occupier  on  the  day  it  is  handed  personally  to 
the  owner  or  occupier,  or  is  posted  up  in  some 
prominent  place  on  the  premises,  or  on  the  day 
when  such  owner  or  occupier  would  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  post  receive  such  notice 
when  such  notice  is  sent  by  prepaid  registered 
mail  addressed  to  him  at  his  last-known  address. 

(c.)  Any  owner  or  occupier  failing  to  com¬ 
ply  with  the  requirements  of  a  notice  given 
under  this  section  within  the  time  given  in  the 
notice  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
these  regulations. 

22.  The  Committee  shall  deposit  all  moneys 

received  by  it  in  a  chartered  bank,  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  such  moneys  other  than  by 
means  of  cheques  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary-treasurer.
